Washington, D. C., Oct. &8—[Special.J— 
Telegrams have been received here from gov- 
ernors and other officials of southern states 
making a vigorous protest against the final 
opinion by Attorney General Bonaparte in 
which he holds the states have not the right 
to promise employment to immigrants. 
Many of the telégrams insist there has been 
a@ gross breach of faith on the part of the 
government, and they declare the immigra- 
tion law, carrying aa it did the important 
provision regarding the admission of Jap- 
@mese, never could have passed the senate 
last February had it not been for hn express 
pledge on the part of the republican leaders 
that the new law was not intended to em- 
barrass the efforts of the south to secure 
immigration. 
From the tenor of these telegrams it is 
evident there is to be a great fight in con- 
gress on this subject during the coming 
winter. The peculiarity of the situation is 
the fact that President Roosevelt and the 
éepartment of commerce and labor are en- 
firely in sympathy with the position taken 
by the southern people. Attorney General 
Bonaparte, on the other hand, has inter- 
preted the law as he found it, and his de- 
cisions, of which there have been three im- 
portant ones, when taken togetHer, prac- 
tioally put an end to the effort to divert im- 
migration directly to agricultural states of 
the-west and south. 


Effect of Anti-Jap Agitation.

To understand conditions clearly it should 
‘be understood that during the winter the 
situation with regard to the Japanese became 
acute. There was a great disturbance in San 
Francisco, and as a result the mayor and 
school officials of that city came on to Wash- 
ington for aconference at the express request 
, ot President Roosevelt. The result of that 
Con! ce was an agreement that Japanese 
pupils should’ be readmitted te San Fran- 
cisco schools and that congress should pass 
an amendment or joint resolution practically 
providing for the exclusion of the Japanese. 
* At that time the immigration bill wae ab- 
golutely deadlocked in conference. It had 
been abandoned by its best friends, inasmuch 
as the house and senate were hopelessly at 
odds. An amendment was drafted which 
provided that oriesitals coming to this coun- 
try with passports directed to Hawali, Can- 
eda, Mexico, and other places should be ex- 
eluded. This amounted to Japanese exclu- 
entirely, becafise the Japanese govern- 

ment does not issue passports direct to the 
United States.

P What the Governor Wants. 
Gov. Deneen in his message to the legisla- 
ture asks for the consideration of eleven sub- 
jects, including the four to which the senate 
steering committee has decided to limit the 
discussion, and in addition bills providing 
for uniform accouffting for railroads, state 
control of railroad stock and bond issues, 
providing of railroad passes to state officers 
and employés, an increase in the appropria- 
tion for the school commission, state control 
Of deposits of state money, increasing the 
state architect's fees, and for the creation of 
a tax commission. , 

Mayor Busse saw the governor tn the 
morning and asked that the wheél tax be 
made a part of his message, and the gov- 
ernor added a recommendation for such a 
law to his Communication before he sent it 
to the legislature at noon. 

The bill for the vehicle license has been 
drawnjas an amendment to the cities and vil- 
lages act, applicable to all cities in the state 
' which wish to use the authority which it pro- 
poses to grant. In this shape it will not re- 
quire a referendum vote. The amendment is 
in the form of a new section to article’V. of 
thta act, adding to the enumeration of specific 
grants of authority made to citie@the fol- 
lowing: 

“ To direct, license, and control all wagons 
and other vehicles conveying loads within the 
city, or particular class of such wagons and 
other vehicles, and prescribe the width of the 
tires of the same, the license fee, when col- 
lected, to be kept as a separate fund and used 
only for paying the cost of street or alley 
improvements or repairs.”

Vote Down Governor’s Plan. 
The republican members of the senate held 
a caucus in the afternoon to determine on the

MRS. ROMADKA KNOWS NEGRO 


Albert Jones, Colored, on Her 


Phone List, Is Arrested. 


HE MAY BE RALPH SMITH.

Is an Ex-Conviet and Police Find Much 


Jewelry in His Rooms, 


Mrs. Charles J. Romadka of Milwaukee, 


recipient of Mrs. Clarence E. Beck’s stolen 
jewelry, was addicted to the telephone habit, . 
so it came about that Albert Jones, 829 East 
Thirty-fourth street, a colored person, was 
arrested last evening as a suspect. The tele- 
phone slips at the Victoria hotel showed that 
Mrs. Romadka phoned frequently to Jones, 
his number beigg Douglas 9397. 


The police became so interested in Jones 


that, after a long questioning last night by 
Lieut. Larkin of the detective bureau, he was 
taken to a cell at Central to pass the night, 
and will be investigated further today. In 
Jones’ apartment was found a suit case full 
of miscellaneous jewelry and several jewel 
cases. 


Jones denied having robbed the Beck resi- 


dence, 5540 South Park avenue, but admitted 
being employed frequently by Mrs. Romadka. 
The police were surprised to find the wealthy 
woman’s friend is a colored man and an ex- 
convict. 


Arrested After a Chase. 


Jonés was arrested by BRieut% Larkin, De- 


tectives Wentzer, Flaherty, and Nagle after 
a chase through half a dozen buildings in 
the vicinity of the Thirty-fourth street house. 
Jones lives in the house of Mrs. Lizzie Strat- 
ton with his wife, whois a white woman. 


‘*I only was employed by Mrs. Romadka 


to carry notes and do odd jobs,’ said Jones. 
“I didn’t give her any of the jewelry. I car- 
ried notes for her frequently to prominent 
business men and to men living at the Audi- 
torium Annex hotel. The jewelry found in 
my house belongs to my wife.”’ 


Jones was released from the penitentiary 


at Joliet Dec. 17 on parole. His number was 
9068. He was in prison eleven months. 


“I was sent to Joliet because the police 


found in my possession jewelry that had 
been stolen by a woman friend of mine,” 
continued Jones. ‘“‘I met Mrs. Romadka at 
Mrs. Sophia Smith's, 191 East Thirty-second 
street, last May, while I was looking fora 
room, She gave as her name Florence Whit- 
ney. I didn't know her name was Romadka. 
*‘ She told me I never would know her right 
name, although I sometimes heard Mrs. 
Smith call her Evelyn. I just supposed she 
was a rich woman, out for a good time. She 
seemed to have lots of gentlemen friends, 
and, of course, I thought it all strange, but 
she always paid me well for my work, giving 
me sometimes $3 to $5 for running a single 
errand. 


Last Note to Lake Shore Drive. 


“The last I heard from her was when she 
called me up to take a note to the Lake Shore 
drive. Later she phoned for me not to go. 
I never met her at her hotel.” 

Lieut. Larkin demanded that Jones with- 
hold the name of a prominent business man 
to whom he says he hag carried at least 
seven notes in the last month. 

When detectives first found ‘out about 
Jones’ telephone, traced it to 320 Bast Thirty- 
fourth street, and inquired for Jones he ran 
out the side door. He was chased through 
several buildings and finally caught at 2630 
Wabash avenue. Jones has a lunch counter 
near Thirtieth and Wabash. 

Jones’ white wife, a bride of five months, 


cripple, was also taken to the police sta- 


tion. When questioned by Lieut. Larkin 
she said a woman of the name of “ Evelyn” 
often called her husband on the telephone. 
She also said the telephone calls came every 
day, but that her husband did not always 
answer them.

last Saturday: night, when she was placed 
under arrest. ‘‘ She phoned she had a letter 
of introduction to me from’a friend of mine, 
and wished I would call at the hotel. 

‘IT went to the hotel parlor, announced my- 
self, and Mrs. Romadka came downstairs. 
She told me who she was and seemed agree- 
able. We chatted awhile, and I mentioned the

Worthy School for Delinquent Boys, coupled 
with urgent pleas for its discontinuance in 
ite present location. was voiced laat evening 
at the Union League club by three experts in 
criminology and education. 

After concluding his formal address, deliv- 
ered before a large section of the club’s mem- 
bership at its regular monthly meeting, Su- 
perintendent of Schools E. G. Cooley said: 

“The state of affairs over at the John 
Worthy school is rotten, I have felt this 
for a long time, and I’m glad to have an op- 
portunity to say what I feel. 
need now of minting words; indeed, there is 
every reason why we shouldn’t.”’

CLEARS SCHOOL LAND SNARL. 


Board’s Site Committee Relieves 
Property Holders. 


MANY LOTS ARE RELEASED. 


Numerous Condemnation Suits Begun 
by Dunne Regimé Dismissed. 


After weeks spent in investigating records 
and legal documents, the special site commit- 
tee of the board of education met yesterday 
and cleared away at one stroke the {m- 
pressive real estate tangle bequeathed to it 
by the Dunne school board. 

With one member dissenting, the commit- 
tee voted to begin building operations at 
once, according to q' list of school buildings 
and additions presented by Supt. Cooley d 
President Schneider as representing the madgt 
urgent needs of the school system. This 
presents a detailed scheme for the erection 4 
in 1908 and 1909, of thirty-five new structures 
at an aggregate cost of about $6.377.000. 

At the same time the committee voted to 
dismiss at once all condemnation suits now 
pending on property not needed in the above 
plan of construction, thereby clearing legal 
incumbrances from 459 lots in various parts 
of the city. These lots, some of which have 
been lying idle for four years because pending 
school board suits have kept them under 
condemnation, represent to the owners an 
aggregate value of about $1,125,000. 


Owners’ Tales of Hardship. 


Some of the owners told pitiful tales of the 
hardship entailed by the tying up of their 
larid in the board’s condemnation suits. Sev- 
eral weeks ago a woman appeared before the 
buildings and grounds committee and told 
the committeemen that because her only 
piece of property was under condemnation 
she was unable to support her aged father. 
The father is now in a charitable institution. 

Within a few days a man called at the office 
of the school board attorney and begged 
Attorney Hamlin to have his land bought 
or the suit on it dismissed. His mother, he 
said, must be taken to California if her 
health was to be preserved and with his land 
under condemnation he had no available 
funds. Before he left the office the man 
broke down and sobbed bitterly. 

The action of the committee was not taken 
without some acrjmonious discussion. The 
sites to be vacated include lots for forty-five 
school playgrounds and Trustees Gunderson 
and Guerin were opposed to a sweeping aban- 
donment of the playground plans. 

Trustee Gunderson wanted the board to 
buy whatever unimproved land is under con- 
demnation. 

Next Year’s Program. 

The list of fifteen school buildings and ad- 
ditions to be erected during 1908 was pub- 
lished recently in THE TRIBUNE. These, itis 
estimated, wil! cost $3,177,000. The new Irv- 


schools, to be erected at a cost of $500,000 
each, are included in this list. In 1909 a total 
of twenty structures will be erected at an 
estimated cost of $3,200,000. 

The land which is to be released from con- 
demnation proceedings includes 267 vacant 
and 192 improved lots. The aggregate value 
set on these by the school board is about 


$800,000.

Rich Robber Tells How Craving 
of American Millionaires 
Is Satisfied. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

‘PARIS, Oct. 8—The biggest sensation 
France has experienced in years was preci- 
pitated by the dramatic surrender to the 
police today of Antoine Thomas, a rich barrel 
manufacturer, who has been sought fn vain 
since the theft of the historic Cope of Orth 
from the Church of Ambazac at Limoges. 

Thomas confessed it was he who stole the 
cope and that he was one of a gang who for 
months have been plundering the churcnes 
ef France of precious and valuable relics. 
When the church and state separation law 
was passed and the taking of church inven- 
tories began, he declared, antiquaries of 
Paris, some of whom are millionaires, hired 
him and others to go through the country and 
bribe ‘the parish priests to surrender the 
relics and substitute counterfelts which 
could later be turned over to the state. He 
says this wlan gt operations continued for 
months, bu many of the most valuable 
church treasurés could not be counterfeited, 
he finally went boldly into the business of 
wholesale burglary. Thomas estimated the 


’ gmount of his robberies at $400,000. 


Prominent Families Implicated. 
- The stealing of church relics was only @ 
part of the rich cooper’s illegal business. In 
his house the police found an arrey of deadly 
poisons, & blood stained stiletto, surgical in- 
struments for illegal operations, and @ mass 
of correspondence implicating women of 
some of the best known families im France 
and numerous well known Paris art dealers. 

Thomas returned to Clermont-Ferrand a 
few days ago from London, where he had 
gone to dispose of some of his plunder. He 
found his mother and brother had been ar- 
rested and his house searched. He remained 
near his home disguised until today, when he 
wal into police headquarters and ex- 


claimed: ’ 

“The head of the firm of Thomas & Co., 
whom the people of Clermont-Ferrand have 
considered a merchant above suspicion, isa 
vulgar malefactor and thief of the lowest 
type. But I did not come here to avow my 
gains, which concern me alone, neither am I 
driven-by remorse. I came to save my inno- 
cent mother and brother and a married 
woman whom I love, and who is compromised 
by the seizure of certain correspondence.” 


" How He Began His Stealings. 

Thomas then proceeded to relate how he 
Was first apProached in the matter of the 
theft of religious relics in the masonic lodge 
of which he isa member. He began his work 
by purchasing religious treasures and re- 
placing them with imitations. He finally re- 
sorted to downright theft, and made use ofa 
kit of burglar tools to force his way into 
churches. He gave a lst of the priests with 
whom he claims to have had dealings, but 
withheld the names of dealers in antiquities 
who received the stolen goods. _ 

On his travels he found other mn engaged 
4m similar work. Even stained glass windows 
have been taken out and replaced-with an 
inferior article, while the s titutions of 
imitations for priceless bronzes, ivories, 
paintings, and tap2stries have been innumer- 
able, he declared. 

Almost.all the treasures were sold in Eng- 
jand or America. Thomas said the high 
prices paid im the latter country made the 
risk worth while. 


| Threatens a Big Scandal. 

As to the other side of his business, in- 
volving his relations with women of good 
family, Thomas declared: 

‘They belong to a world you dare not 


. @sperse, and when you know all you will 


be glad to liberate me to avoid a frightful 
ecandal."’ | 

Thomas ascribes his betrayal to a rich 
Paris antiquary to whom he refused to sell 
the cope of Orth. He rends his alleged ac- 
complices in theft mercilessly.

LONDON, Oct. 8.—*’ Stocks are low,” said 
Lord Rothschild today, “*‘ because the g0V- 
ernments ell over the. world are hitting at 
capital.”’ 

Rothschild demurred against the sugges 
tion that the stringent condition of the money 
market was due to a boom in trade which 
leaves little cash free forinvestment. He re- 
ferred to the socialistic denunciations of capi- 
tal and the various questions, such as the old 
@¢ge pensions, the Scottish land tenure proj- 
ects, and the projected licensing bill, which 
had an unsettling influence on the British 
money market. 


Roosevelt Speeches Disturbers. 

In reply to a suggestion that the trouble 
wag not particularly. British but interna- 
tional, he said: 

“Of course, Roosevelt's speeches against 
the conduct of the American railways are 
greatly disturbing in that market. We must 
all admit that the manipulation of railroad 
stock in the United States has not always 
been quite what it should have been, but this 
does not detract from the serious character 
of the president’s campaign. 

“It is difficult, nay, almost impossible, as 
things stand for us to furnish from this 
country fresh capital for the railway devel- 
opment across the water.”’ 

Will Not Prophesy Outcome. 

“Speaking generally, would you say that 
the prices of the leading securities are likely 
to improve as the autumn progresses?” 

“ Ah,” replied Rothschild, as“he shook his 
head, laughing, ‘‘it is the truest wisdom 
never to prophesy. I am told that the in- 
vestors in New York are hoarding their 
money until they can see how events 
turn, and that they may display a greater 
confidence when the spring comes, but, after 
aH, none of us is in position to indulge in 
forecasts.”’

pression was one of guilt.

CHINA DOFFSYOKE 
TO WELCOME TAFT 


Women for First Time in His- 
tory Take Active Part in 
Public Reception. 


MERCHANTS SHOW AMITY. 


Members of Boycott Guild Fore- 
most in Tokens of Friendship 
to American Visitor. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 8.—Chinese and foreign 
residents of Shanghat united in a demonstra- 
tive welcome to Secretary of War Taft on his 
arrival here today that exceeded any re- 
ception ever extended to a foreign statesman. 

After dedicating the new Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing Mr. Taft this afternoon was the guest at 
an elaborate reception arranged by Chinese 
merchants and was presented with a silver 
punch bowl. 

Most of these merchants were in the guild 
organized to boycott American manufactur- 
ers. The reception therefore marked a great 
change in the sentiment of the Chinese. 


Visit Marks New Epoch. 


This reception marked an epoch in the mat- 
ter of the status of women in China, for 
today Chinese women of aristooratic families 
were present at the reception, and even pre- 
sided at refreshment tables. This is the first 
time such a thing has happened in China. 
This Chinese welcome to the American vis!- 
tor was most significant, and the merchants 
and high officials present contrasted it with 
Mr. Taft's former visit to Shanghai and 
the days of the American boycott. 

Tonight Mr. Taft was .uest of honor ata 
banquet given by American residents, the 
largest affair of its kind ever held in Shang- 
hai. At this banquet the secretary deliv- 
ered a message from America to Chine. - 

‘‘China has no territory we desire,’’ he 
said, “and she can have no prosperity that 
we will begrudge, nor will we resent any de- 
gree of political power or independence to 
which as an empire she js justly exercised.” 


China Must Keep Door Open. 

Elsewhere in his speech at this banquet 
Secretary Taft said: 

** We do not complain of loss of trade that 
results from the employment of greater en- 
terprises, ingenuity, or attention to the de- 
mands of the Chinese market or the greater 
business acumen shown by competitors, but 
we would have the right to protest at being 
excluded from the trade of China by reason 
of our insistence upon the policy of the open 
door. The acquiescence in this policy of all 
the nations interested has been so unhesi- 
tating and emphatic that it is hardly worth 
while‘to speculate upon the probable action 
of the United States in case the interests of 
American merchants were placed in jeopardy 
and how far the United States would go in 
the protection of its Chinese trade I cannot 
say.”’ 

Mr. Taft urged the Chinese to devote their 
energies to the development of the country’s 
resources, the elevation of the people, the en- 
largement of trade and administrative re- 
form. Radical and sudden reforms he de- 
clared to be unwise, saying these must come 
gradually. Every improvement aimed at has 
the deep sympathy of America, he said. 
There is no jealously to fear on account of 
Chinese development from the United States, 
but this progress must be directed always 
along the lines of peaceful prosperity, the 
maintenance of law and order, and the proper 
observance of the rights of foreigners. 

There is no doubt that Secretary Taft's 
visit to Shanghai will increase the cordial 
relations between China and the United 
States and to the prestige of American trade 
in the orient. ,

Bookseller Confesses He Seattered 
Dynamite to Get Notoriety 
and Reward.

Denver, Colo., Oct. .8—{Special.)—Dyne- 
mite laden bombs were concealed in pack- 
ages received almost simultaneously through 
the mails today by Gov. Henry A. Buchtel, 
David H. Moffat, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Denver, and Charles B. 
a president of the Colorado National 

nk. . 


They were sent by Kemp V. Bigelow, aged 


21 years, a clerk in a book store, who craved }. 


for sensation and reward. Bigelow’s theory 
was that if he sent bombs to a number of 
rich men and then tipped it off to the palice 
the recipients of the bombs would be so grate- 
ful they would make him rich for life. 

Bigelow became a hero Sunday night when 
he told the police there was a plot afoot to 
assassinate a number of Denver citizens. He 
said that while walking along a secluded por- 
tion of Detroit ‘street he had heard two men 
whispering and caught this much of what 
one of them said: 

“We are going to get Moffat, Kountze, 
Buchtel, Phipps, and Ed Chase. We are 
going to get Chase tonight. We have the 
dynamite already there, and I am to meet 
Jim on this street now in a few minutes and 
we are going there together to touch her off. 
Jim is in the park and is coming up this way. 
You can——"’ and then he seid the men 
walked away. 


Lives on Pedestal fora Day. 

Chase is Edward Chase, one of Denver's 
rival gamblers, and a squad of police went to~- 
his house. True enough, there in his front 
yard wire fifty sticks of dynamite and a fuse. 
The police waited all night, but nobody came 
to .carry out the plot. Not because they 
doubted his story, but just for safekeeping 
Bigelow was held at police headquarters t> 
await developm3nts. Fora day he posed as 
a hero in his best style and was lionized to 
his heart’s content. 

The police had warned the governor, Mof- 
fat, and Kountze to be on their guard, and 
when each of the thr3e men today received a 
mysterious package they were gingerly car- 
ried to police headquarters. 

Each box was found to contain two sticks 
of dynamite, to which were attached fuses 
and caps and which wers packed in black 
powder. The sliding top was lined with sand- 
paper and matches had been placed with 
their heads in contact with the sandpaper, so 
that they would have been lighted if the box 
was op2ned in the manner intended, thus un- 
doubtedly causing an explosion of the dyna- 
mite, 

Drops from Hero Role to Criminal. 

Thoroughly startled now, the police again 
tackled Bigelow, but he hadn't rehearsed this 
part of his scheme, and promptly broke down, 
confessing tt was he who had buried the dyna- 
mite in Chase's front yard and had sent the 
bombs through the mails. 

He confessed also that he had sent Infernal 
machines to Lawrence C. Phipps and Ed- 
ward Chase, but these were not delivered to- 
day. ae ; 

. Bigelow could give no other explanation of 
his motive in sending the bombs than that he 
wanted to cause a sensation. The police be- 
lieve he is insane. If heis not he’ll go tothe 
penitentiary.

ONE ACCIDENT IN ARENA.

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Women Appear in Lingerie to 
See Trotters and Harness 
Equines Perform. 


The neglected equine once more came into 
his. own—temporarily, at any rate—amid the 
cool breezes which were wafted from I e 
Michigan over the open air arena of the South 
a Country club last evening. It was the 
opening night of the horse show week atthe 
club, and along with the horses came society. 
- The amphitheater was covered only by the 
‘numberless colored electric ghts, which 11- 
luminated the country far out from the boun- 
daries of the club grounds. It was estimated 
the gayly attired men and women who braved 
possible attacks of pneumonia and sat in the 
boxes numbered nearly. 8,000. 

The weather apparently had little or no 
effect upon the speciators. Although the 
costumes were of the same sort seen at 
the indoor shows at the Coliseum tn years 
past, their wearers sauntered about from 
box to box paying little or no attention to the 
low temperature. A few exceptions were 
found in the women who seated themselves 
in the lower rows of seats and wrapped 
themselves in spare horse blankets. 

Within the tanbark covered arena there 
was but One accident to mar the evening's 
program. 

Only Accident of Evening. 

Tt was during the exhibition of harness 
horses—class 29—in the early part of the pro- 
gram, that Roy Burton, one of the club at- 
tendanis, was crossing the arena when he 
was struck by the wheel of a rig. The bov 
was rolled over and, for a minute, it ap- 
peared he would be crushed under the heavy 
wheels of the rig which was closely follow- 
ing the one which struck him. He was assist- 
ed to his feet, however, and he nimbly es- 
caped possible serious injury. 

The practical in horsemanship was given 
preference to mere fancy riding by opening 
the exhibition with a parade of mounted po- y 
lice. Attired in immaculate uniforms and 
gloves the city’s mounted squadron, headed 
‘by Lieut. Healy, circled the arena. A box 
in the center of the grounds was given over 
to Chief of Police Shippy, Assistant Chief 
Schuettler, and Inspector Hunt, who re- 
viewed the parade from this point of van- 
tage. 

After the pol&te parade the other entries, 
which had been delayed for nearly an hour 
owing to the late arfival of the spectators, 
followed in rapid succession.

Day Preeeding Death Marked by Vic- 
tim’s Vivacity of Spirit.

LONDON, Oct. 8.—Mrs. Fred L. Goss, wife 
of the vice president of the Goss Printing 
Press company of Chicago, died Saturday 
under pathetically tragic circumstances of 
heart disease at Cecil hotel, where she had 
been stopping with her husband since Sept. 28. 
Saturday afternoon Mr.and Mrs. Goss went 
for a shopping expedition in Regent street, 
when Mrs. Goss apparently was in good 
health and high spirits. She found much 
amusement in selecting a hat on her hus- 
band’s recommendation, At the conclusion of 
the shopping tour they dined at a west end 
restaurant, and instead of going to the thea- 
ter,-as -Mr. Goss proposed, they spent the 
evehing chatting in their apartments at their 
hotel. 

Shortly after retiring Saturday near mide 
night Mr. Goss was attracted by the severe 
coughing of his wife and discovered that 
she was dying, apparently in a‘ collapsed 
condition on the floor.

LATE IN A STRIKE 


Typothete Gets Federal Court 
Temporarily to Forbid 
the Walkout. 


URGE THE OLD CONTRACT. 


Net Most of Pressmen Are Back 
at Work Under New 
Agreements. 


The national officers of the United Typoth- 
etw, With a number of the larger printing 
and publishing houses of Chicago, New York, 
St. Logis, and Boston, brought action in the 
Unite? States court at Cincinnati yesterday, 
asking that the International Printing Press- 
men and Assistants’ union be enjoined. 
They want the union stopped from demand- 
ing an eight hour day in violation of an 
| agreement of January, 1907, for a nine hour 

day. The eight hour day is the principalge- 
mand of the present&trike. - 

A temporary injunction was granted and 
argument was set for Saturday as to whether 
it will be permanent. 
© If it is made permanent the unions and the 
great majority of the printing and publishing 
houses throughout the country will be con- 
fronted with a curious circumstance. In al! 
but a few houses the demands of the strikers 
have been granted and they have returned to 
work under new agreements. If the injunc- 
tion is made permanent the question will arise 
whether the strike was won or whether the 
strikers must return at the old scale of Wages 
after an admittedly successful strike. The 
legal question is whether the earlier or later 
agreement to apply. 


Agreement Lasts to Jan. 1, 1909. 

The petition asks that the union be re- 
strained from calling or instituting strikes, or 
aiding or assisting in calling any strike be- 
| cause of refusal of the Typothetz to insti- 
: tute the eight hour day before Jan. 1, 1908, 
| or the closed shop at any time, and that it 
be restrained from inciting local ions to 
institute strikes. The petition also asks that 
'a referendum vote by the subordinate 
| branches cf the pressmen’s union upon the 
i subject of strikes be enjoined. 
| The agreement fof a nine hour day was 
' made in January and was to hold for a year. 
At the annual convention. of the pressmen 
union held several months 
ago it was voted to demand an eight hour 
day, and to call a strike in the event of the 
refusal of employers to meet the demand. 
Many houses granted the demand, but others 
refused and astrike wascalled. The Typoth- 
etze declares that the agreement of Janu- 
uary thus was violated, and upon this basis 
the action for an injunction.

State’s Attorney Healy wrote a letter to 
Edward F. Dunne yesterday which is calcu- 
lated to give the former mayor of Chicago 
something besides immediate municipal own- 
ership to think about.

Mr. Healy’s Letter to Dunne. 

Mr. Healy in anewer uses these words: 

The Hon. Edward F. Dunne—Dear Sir: 
may rest assurred that we will do everything 
in our power to obtain the proof and punish those 
public officials and others who may have been 
concerned in the crime of receiving or paying 
money for the purpose of permitting violations 
of the gaming law on board the City of Traverse 
or elsewhere, and that, too, as promptly as cir- 
cumstances may permit. 

I cannot agree with the statement contained 
in your letter to the effect that the mayor’s office, 
while you were the incumbent, acting through 
your chief of police, coUperated with this office 
in an endeavor to prevent gambling on the City 


of Traverse. 

My opinion is now and always has been that 
there never was a sincere attempt on the part 
of your police department to suppress the boat in 
question. 

It is my sincere hope that such future action 
as may be taken by this office will sufficiently 
satisfy not only the demands which you urge in 
your own behalf, but also the ones which you in- 
voke in the name of the public. I have the honor 
to remain very sincerely yours.

CHARGES CAN BE PROVED. 


Most or All Said Against Com- 
pany in Council Meeting Al- 
most Unquestioned. 


Along with the impending counci!!] investi- 
gation and other troubles of the Illinois 
Tunnel company the shadow of quo war- 
ranto ouster proceedings yesterday loomed 
black and ominous. State's Attorney Healy 
is the author of this last trouble. 

The threat of an ouster suit first was made 
by Mr. Healy at the close of the criminal 
proceedings in Judge Chetlain’s court more 
than a year ago, when the authority of the 
company to build tunnels was in question. 
At that time Judge Chetlain decided in favor 
of the company on @ legal technicality, and 
not on the merits of the case. The decision 
was followed immediately by the statement 
on the part of the state’s attorney that quo 
warranto proceedings probably would be re- 
sorted to. 

“There is no reason why the proceedings 
should not be begun against the company 
now,’ said Mr. Healy yesterday afternoon. 
“No action has been taken by this office 
since the close of the criminal proceedings 
against officers of the company, but that does 
not mean that none will be taken. The 
statute of limitations does not run in such 
cases as these. As present I do not care to 
say what will be done.” 


Dunn Can “Make Good” Charges. 

As for the aldermanic investigation, there 
is every indication that the statements made 
by Ald. Dunn will be more than substan- 
tiated during the investigation to be begun 
immediately by members of the gas, oil, 
and electric light comm&tee. 

Under the ordinance under which the tun- 
hel company is operaging—to a certain extent 
—automatic telephones in the city, which 
was passed by the council July 15, 1908, 
the company was required to put into opera- 
tion before the end of five years at least 20,000 
telephones. As a matter of fact, fewer than 
5,000 automatic phones now are in opera- 
tion. | 

In addition to this the ordinance requires 
that the ‘best possible service’ be given 
by the company. This, according to large 
numbers of subscribers, is not being done. 


Phone Rights to Be Assigned. 

One of the most important charges made 
against the company in the Dunn resolutions 
—that the company had_ assigned its tele- 
phowe rights to another company—practically 
was admitted to be true by a representative 
of the company. 

N. C.. Sears, who represented the company 
in the criminal case before Judge Chetlain, 
said that the company expected soon to lease 
its telephone privileges ta another company 
and to permit the other company to operate 
the automatic telephones now installed in the 
city. 

“ Masn't the other company already been 
assigned the rights to operate these phones, 


Sears was asked. 

**No, I don’t believe that the other com- 
pany has as yet been given such rights. I 
think that such assignment will be made 
soon, however,” he replied. ‘' The Chicago 
Telephone company is a rival and always will 
be,”’ he added. 


McCoid’s Charges True. 

As far as could be discovered every charge 
against the company, for which Ald. McCoid 
declares its franchise should be annulled, will 
be substantiated by the investigating com- 
mittee, which must make 4 report at the next 
meeting of the city council. 

According to the specifications of the ordi- 
nance the tunnel may not be more than 
twelve feet nine inches in width and fourteen 
feet in height. These specifications, accord- 
ing to the aldermanic charges, have been ig- 
nored by the company. It is said that espe- 
cially as the tunnel approaches the rallroad 
depots these figures have been exceeded.

Okla- 
homa, and Texas. First they wernt through 
all the lots. Anything that didn’t look good 
was placed aside. The other samples were 
spread out in their regular order and the 
judges started to mark them for soundness. 
appearance, marketability, and something 
like twenty other requirements. Adaptabil- 
ity, variability of germ, uniformity of ker- 
nels, their size, shape, and weight, and true- 
ness to type each score ten points 

If ten ears submitted by one owner should 
win all the first prizes their exhibiter will 
secure a $6.400 Texas fruit farm, a $575 piano. 
a $150 grinding mill, a woman’s $150 gold 
watch, and $50 in cash. : 

The winner of ail the second prizes in a 
ten ear exhibit can round up $40 in cash and 
something like $400 In gold watches and other 
prizes. 


Freak Ear Gets $15 Award. 

The first prize winner was C. E. Mincer, @ 
former student of the University of Chicago. 
He raises corn near Hamburg, Ia., and he 
got $15 for a freak ear. There were more 
than 100 other freaks, but the twisted stalk 
with a grotesque ear that grew on the end 
of it exhibited by Mr. Mincer looked a little 
the freakiest to the judges. Mr. Mincer has 
been a farmer ever since he left the universi- 
ty, three yeats ago. 

“John R. Clisby, secretary of the Illinois 
Corn Seed Breeders’ association, is the chief 
judge.

Urges Action on Waterway. 

The governor in his message recited the 
resolution of the general assembly under 
which its recess was taken for the purpose 
of studying the waterway question and dwelt 
at length on the lakes to the gulf waterwey 
convention Held at Memphis. He quoted 
President Roosevelt's indorsement of the plan 
for an inland navigation system, as follows: 


* The president expressed himself as hearti- 


ly in favor of the improvement of our inland 
navigation system, and in his speech deliv- 
ered at the Memphis waterway convention 
said: 

“This (the Mississippi) valley being liter- 
ally the heart of the United States, al) that 
concerns its welfare must concern likewise 
the whole country. Therefore the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries ought by all means to 


- be utilized to their utmost possibilities. The 


facilitating of cheap transportation is an es- 
sential in our modern civilization, and we 
cannot afford any longer to neglect the great 
highways which nature has provided for us.’ 


Illinois Chief Beneficiary. 

He said Illinois enjoys a more advantageous 
geographical location than any other state 
in the territory embraced in the project and 
urged the necessity for favorable action by 
the legislators on the proposed improvement. 
Ip this connection the governor said: 

** Official examination by the United States 
has shown it to be practicable to produce 
thirty feet of water from the Atiantic sea- 
board to the head of the great lakes of Chi- 
cago and Duluth. This means ocean naviga- 
tion of the first class. 

“Official estimates by the United States 
have been based for a minimum depth of 
fourteen feet, between the end of the Chicago 
drainage canal and St. Louis. Our internal 

ent commission has shown the feas- 
ibility of producing twenty-four feet as far as 
Peoria and the present scale of lake naviga- 
tion thence to St. Louis by the aid of the

government to carry these large depths to the 
middle Mississippi between St. Louis and 
Cairo bya combination of regulation and 
locks and dams. -With moderate improve- 
ment of the lower Mississippi a depth of 
twenty-four feet will be available for more 
than half the year, and this will be better 
with time. 

‘We can utilize the middle and higher 
stages of the Mississippi pending the time 
when works shall develop a continuous depth 
throughout the year. We can extend into 
and through our state a scale of navigation 
which shall be developed into the lakes from 
the Atlantic seaboard.’’ 


Other Benefits Many. 

The meseage then reviewed other benefits 
which would folioW the establishment of the 
waterway, as follows: 

‘‘Sdnitary utilities of the large flow of 
water to Chicago and to the Illinois valley 
cannot be estimated. In comparison with 
other means of sewage disposal, it represents 
@ great sum. 

‘The water power, when fully developed 
and marketed will be worth, as a going con- 
cern, nearly the entire cost of a waterway 
through the state. 

“The iands that may be incidentally re- 
claimed will be worth a large fraction of such 
cost. \ 

‘* The state is directly interested in provid 
ing that the waterway shall beso planned and 
executed as to develop all these utilities. 

“IT am particularly impressed with the 
idea that these water powers should be de- 
veloped under such conditions that the sur- 
‘pius revenue therefrom ehal! in part consti- 
tute a waterway fund for the development of 
a waterway primarily, and later for laterals, 
and I trust this matter will receive your ear- 
nest consideration.’”’ 

Gov. Deneen closed his reference to the 
waterway by pointing out the necessity for 
state action before federal aid for the Wa- 
terway could consistently be asked. 


Urges New Primary Law. 
Need for a new primary law which ehall 
provide a nomination system of uniformity 
and meet all constitutional requirements was 
the next subject of the document. 

The executive quoted at length from his 
inaugural and subsequent messages, pointing 
out the evils which existed prior to 1905. Chief 
among these was the room afforded for dis- 
honesty and the consequent charges of cor- 
ruption which marked nominating conven- 
tions of all parties. 


Evils of Old System. 


On this subject he said: 

** The evils to which I have had the honor of 
calling your attention in these messages are 
therefore such as are admitted on all sides 
and such as were never more in evidence 
than in the contest for gubernatoria! nomina- 
tions in 1904. At the republican convent‘on 
following that contest there were double 
delegations from eleven counties, and the 
convention unseated 112 delegates. 

* The democratic convention even exceeded 
this record. ~inseating 241 delegates. 

“It was thus the notoriously chaotic con- 
dition of our nominating system which led to 
the demand for primary reform and aroused 
the people everywhere to demand of their 
representatives the creation of such a system 
as would enable them to exercise a direct in- 
fluence in the choice of candidates. The 
general assembly, in a praiseworthy effort 
to meet this Just demand of the people, en- 
acted the primary laws of 1905 and 1906, 
which have been declared unconstitutional. 
The lack of success of these efforts of the 
legislature I believe to be largely attest 
ble to the widely different conditions which 
obtain in the various parts of the state ard 
of the consequent divergence of opinions in 
relation to the question of primary legis- 
lation. Some of our citizens advocate the 
maintenance of the convention system. some 
the establishment of direct nominations by 
plurality votes. Others adfocate direct nomi- 
nations, but require a certain percentage to 
nominate, while still others advocate a sys- 
tem combining the delegate and direct nomi- 
nation system by providing that a plurality 
vote shall bind the delegates for one ballot, 
while the majority vote shall nominate. 


Officeholders Under Fire. 


‘Still another cause of the lack of success 
which has attended the efforts of the legis- 
lature to frame a satisfactory primary law 
I believe has arisen from the desire of cer- 
tain classes of men in public office to éxempt 
their partécular office from the operation of 
the principle which must form the essential 
feature of all primary reform, the free and 
equal expression of the choice of voters in 
the selection of candidates for office. It is 
manifest that any law which includes dis- 
tinctions which interfere with the free and 
universal applications of this principle will 
be found unsatisfactory to the people and 
unconstitutional by the courts. 

‘‘T therefore urge that in the framing ofa 
new law the general assembly keep in view 
the necessity of avoiding the imposition of 
even the slightest limitation upon the power 
of the people freely and directly to express 
their views and to have their views control, 
in the nomination of candidates, and to that 
end I recommend for your consideration the 


enactment:of a direct primary law with an 


emergency clause. I further recommend to 
you that an advisory vote be provided for in 
relation to the election of United States sen- 
ator.”’ ; 

Other Measures Wanted. 


Extension of the time for which the in- 
ternal improvement association was created 
was advocated. The period fixed by the 
legislature during which the commission 
shall exist expires in February next. The 
general assembly having made an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 to continue the commission's 
work, it is necessary that the legislature ex- 
tend the life of the commission. 

The governor asked for early action in 
the creation of a commission to inquire into 
the subject of taxation for state and local 
purposes in order that such reforms as may 
be deemed necessary may be outlined to the 
next general assembly. 

Gov. Deneen also asked the assembly to 
enact a law reqtiring state treasurers to 
turn into the public coffers intereet on pub- 
lic funds. He said that John F. Smu!ski, the 


present treasurer, already had voluntarily

Names Education Commission. 


Gov. Denten announced the appointment 
of the education commission as follows: 

By virtue of the law passed creating an 
education commission to study the school 
system of Illinois and the laws under which 
it operates, I have the honor of appointing: 

Dr. E. J. James,--president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois; 

“R. E. Hieronymus, president of Eureka 
college; 

‘ Alfred Bayliss, president of the West- 
ern Normal school; 

“E. G. Cooley, superintenden 
of Chicago; — a 

“Dr. A. F. Nightingale, count n- 
tendent of schools of Cook county ¥ xes ei 

“Harry Taylor, principal of Harrisburg 
Township High school, anda 

“State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Francis G. Blair ag members of that 
commission. 


Reason for Delay. 


“The appointment of the commission was 
deferred because of a strong conviction which 
I found to exist amongst those who are 
deeply interested in its work that the amount 
appropriated was insufficient to enable the 
commission to do the work outlined for it. 
I have also been convinced that the commt!s- 
sion ought to be increased to fifteen members 
in order that it may better represent the 


‘widely diversified school interests of the 


state, and in order that its report may reflect 
more fully the various needs of the different 
Phases of our school system. 

“I therefore recommend that you give 
careful consideration to the requests of the 
members of the commission that an addi- 
tional appropriation be made at the present 
session, and that provision be made for 
adding eight members to the commission.” 


Would Limit Stock Issues. 

Control of rallroads and other corpora- 
tions was the next topic of the executive's 
message. In part the document read as 
follows: 

‘Recent disclosures seem to make im- 
perative such legislative action as may be 
deemed proper to curtall the unlimited power 
of railroads and other corporations over the 
issuance of stocks and bonds. Under the 
present system, permitting the unlimited is- 
suance of such securities, no meane is afford- 
ed the investors in such securities to ascer- 
tain their real value. There can be no ques- 
tion as to the power nor as to the duty of 
the state in this regard. 

“During the first session of the present 
general assembly a bill was introduced in 
both house and senate which, if enacted into 
law. would, in my opinion. have a decided 
tendency to abate the evils arising out of 
fictitious canitalization of railroads. The im- 
portance of legislative action upon this sub- 
ject and the admitted necessity for such legis- 
lation I deem sufficient warrant for urging 
that you give the matter consideration at 
your present session. 

“YT may aiso call your attention in connec- 
tion with this matter to the recent action of 
congress authorizing the interstate commerce 
commission to prescribe a system of uniform 
bookkeeping for railroads engaged in inter- 
state transportation. The advantage of the 
adoption of such a system by our state in 
‘connection with the proposed enlargement 
‘of the powers of the railroad and warehouse 
commission is obvious. I therefore urge that 
this legislation, which is essentially supple- 
mental of that last mentioned, be enacted at 
your present session. 

Renews War Against Passes. 

The governor closed his message with a 
renewal of his request that a state anti-pass 
law be enacted, pointing out the fact that 
the recent federal enactment On this ques- 
tion necessarily does not apply to intrastate 
transportation. On this subject he said: 

“In my biennial message I. took occasion 
to invite your attention to thepublic demand 


for legislation restricting the issuance and é 


use of railroad passes, and I also calledyour 
attehtion to some of the reasons why such 
action seemed necese6ary. 

‘“ As was there stated, ‘It is clear that the 
use of passes is destructive of that equal 
treatment which should be accorded to all 
citizens in the use of these public high- 
ways. In the last analysis it is obvious that 
those who are furnished:free transportation 
ride at the expense of those who are not ac- 
corded that privilege. It needs no argument 
to demonstrate that the man who pays his 
fare should not be penalized for the benefit 
of the man who desires to travel at his ex- 
pense. 

***T recommend that a comprehensive law 
be enacted in this regard with a view to 
abolishing the use of railroad passes, rmod- 
éled after that enacted by congress at its 
last session. In my judgment, the people of 
Illinois will mot be satisfied with any legisla- 
tion less comprehensive.’ 

Federal Law Not Enough. 

** The congress of the United States hagre- 
cently passed a comprehensive law on this 
subject, which, of course, relates only to 
interstate transportation. Realizing the ne- 
cessity for suppiemental] legislation govern- 
ing intrastate transportation, the legislatures 
of many of the states have passed laws mod- 
eled after the act.of congress. I think no 
good reason can be assigned why such a law 
should not be enacted for this state before 
the adjournment of the general assembly. 

“TI trust that the matters to which I have 
called attention may be taken up at this ses. 
sion and some final disposition made of them. 
This, I believe, cam be easily.accomplished 
during the time which the legislative com- 
mittees wiil be obliged to devote to the con- 
sideration of deep waterways and of primery 
legislation, and thus the 
session be not materially, perhaps not at all, 
extended.”’

JURY COMMISSION 


Judges Surprise Democratic 
Politicians in Making 
the Selection. 


IGNORE ALL CANDIDATES. 


Each Faction Offered a Man, but 
One Chosen Was Not on 
the List. 


The democratic politicians interested in the 
selection of a jury commissioner to succeed 
Willlam Walsh, who recently died, experi- 
enced a shock yesterday. Every fgction In 
the party had its own candidate or he place, 
with a number of compromise suggestions, 
but the judges went entirely over their heads 
and selected William A. Amberg, who was not 
backed by any of them. 

It was entirely against the etiquette of poll- 
tics as the politicians understood it. It has 
always been the custom for the party man- 
agers to pick out the men for these positions, 
and, Mr. Walsh being a democrat, it was sup- 
posed to be the privilege of the democratic 
committee to name his successor and the duty 
of the judges to ratify the selection. 

In this case the party committee had not 
been able to agree, but there were three 
names sent to the judges. to choose from. 
They were John Fitzsimons, committeeman 
from the Twenty-eighth ward, the choice of 
the Roger Sullivan faction; W. E. Kreuger 
of the Eleventh ward, the candidate of the 
Harrison faction; and W!lliam Wilson of the 
Twenty-sixth ward, the selection of the 
Dunne faction. 


All the Judges Present. 

But the judges did not select any of them. 
All the judges of the Appellate, Circuit, and 
Superior courts were present and all took 
part in the proceedings. The matter was not 
left to the nine democrati¢ judges at all. 
Fourteen names were submitted. On the 
fourth ballot Amberg got fourteen votes, 
just enough to elect, as there were twenty- 
six judges present. Kreuger, the Harrison 
candidate, was second with eight. The other 
votes were scattering. 

Mr. Amberg is the president of the Am- 
berg File and Index company and lives at 
449 North State street. He is nominally a 
democrat, but has never held office or beena 
candidate for one. He came to Chicago in 
1865, and after working for four years with 
the old stationery firm of Culver, Page & 
Hoyne entered the firm of Cameron, Am- 
berg & Co., of which Daniel Cameron of the 
board of education was the head. 

In 1890 this firm dissolved and Mr. Amberg 
took over the part of the business out of 
which his present company has since grown, 


Surprise to Mr. Amberg. 

Speaking of his selection, he said: 

‘‘It was a surprise to me. The first I knew 
that my name was ever being considered was 
when a friend of mine informed me after the 
meeting that I had been elected a jury com- 
missioner. I did not know I wasa candidate. 
I do not know now who suggested my name 
to the judges. I certainly was not looking 
for the position,”’ 

The political gossip last night that Roger 
finding his candidate was to be 
beaten, suggested that perhaps the judges 
had better follow the spirit of the law and 
name the best man they could find for the 
place, indicating that Mr. Amberg filled the 


bill. 


Want Less Noisy Pavement. 

Besides electing Mr. Amberg commissioner, 
the judges adopted a resolution asking that 
steps be taken as speedily as possible to pave 
Randolph, Clark, and Washington streets 
with asphalt or creosoted blocks to eliminate 
the “vVOice drowning. and nerve racking 
noises frem the etreet.”’

DENEEN’S MESSAGE, 

It was recorded in yesterday’s evening 
papers that the legislature was surprise’! 
It may be 
recorded today that the people of the state 
also are surprised. 

The legislature adjourned for the py-- 
pose of considering deep waterway legis- 
lation. : 

The public believed that the governor 
would . recommend additional legislation 
looking to direct primaries, in view of the 
recent decision of the Supreme court re- 
garding the primary law passed at the 
last session of the legislature. 

The governor has called upon the legis- 
lature to enact legislation not only in the 
matter of the deep waterway or of the 
primaries but covering a half a dozcn 
other matters, none of which is of im- 
mediate importance. At this time it is 
unnecessary to inquire into the merits of 
his recommendations. They are not urgent, 
They demand long, careful study. Al! 
of them might well go over to the next 
reguiar session of the legislature. 

Why has the governor suddenly recom- 
mended them to the consideration of the 
adjourned session of the legislature with- 
out submitting thgam to the consideration 


‘of the people of the state of Illinois since 


the legislature adjourned? 

Why did he not submit them to the con- 
sideration of the people of the state im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the 
legislature ? 

Is he actuated by selfish and disingena- 
ous motives? 

Or has he been unwise only in recom- 
mending for consideration and passage at 
this time measures which should be subh- 
mitted to a regular or special session of 
the legislative body of the state?

authority to impose a tax on wheeled 
vehicles. That was one of the provisions 
of the new charter which nobody attacked. 
There would be next to no loca) opposition 
if it were to be revived. 

The wheel tax would give the city au- 
thorities half a million or more of revenue 
to be used exclusively for the repair and 
improvement of streets and alleys. With 
that money the streets could be kept in 
perfect condition, which cannot be done 
now. Property owners would be bene- 
fited, for their pavements would last long- 
er. The owners of wheeled vehicles woul] 
get their money back in the shape of bet- 
ter streets. 

No doubt the introduction of a wheel 
tax bill or any other Chicago measure 
will provoke comments on the part of 
some members to the effect that the peo- 
ple of Chicago do not know what they 
want and that it is no use wasting time 
on them. The comments will be humorous 
rather than bitter and should not be taken 
seriously. Let the country members have 
their joke. 

If Chicago does not ask for too much 
it can get something. There is- nothing 
about the wheel tax to excite discussion 
or arouse opposition. If the Chicago mem- 
bers shall concentrate their efforts on that | 
they ought to be able to get it through. 

Then it will be possible to have decent 
pavements and model traffic conditions. 


THE UNFORTUNATE SOUTH. 

The new immigration law, as inter- 
preted by Attorney General Bonaparte, 
bids fair to checkmate the attempts, of 
southern states to attract immigrants 
from Europe. According to him a state 
can do little more in that direction than 
a private employer. It cannot lawfully 
make any promise of employment. The 
usefulness of the southern boards of im- 
migration is at an end except so far as 
they can persuade aliens who have just 
arrived’ in the country to go south. 

- There is a demand in the south for 
white labor in the mills and the fields, 
It is believed that when congress meets 
senators and representatives from that 
part of the United States will ask for a 
modification of the new immigration law., 
They say that they consented to the ea- 
actment of the new law only’ because 
they were assured by leaders on the other 
side, who wished to get it through to dis- 
pose temporarily of the Japanese qus¢s- 
tion, that nothing would be done under 
it to interfere with state assisted immi- 
gration. 

The changes ia the law which the south 
desires will be fought by the representa- 
tives of organized labor. They are unable 
to see why a state should be allowed ‘to 
do that which it is unlawful for a private 
employer of labor to do, They think the 
states would act, as a rule, merely as the 
agents of mil] men and other employers. 

If the immigration law were changed to 
accommodate the south the expected re- 
sults might not follow. It might be as 


‘hard to keep the immigrant ag to catch 


him. The state of South Carolina, at a 
cost of $20,000, got a number of Belgian 
operatives to come over to work in the 
local mills. It is said they have nearly 
all moved away. Some found that they 
could get higher wages elsewhere. Others 
did not like the conditions of work. 
There are places in the south where 
the people have yet to learn that tmmi- 
grants from Europe cannot be treated 4s 
if they were blacks. An Italian boy was 
shut out of a Mississippi publie schoo] be- 
cause the people of the small town ob- 
jected to his being educated with their 
children. Thereupon a number of the 
Italian laborers working in the neighbor- 
hood moved away. They would not stay 
where their children were discriminated 
against. 
If the south wishes to get and keep im- 
igrants it must treat them as they are 
eated at the north; and there must be 


no attempt to make the wages paid in- 
efficient negro labor the standard of wages 
for them. ‘There is room for immigrants 
in the mines, the fields, and the rapidly 
developing manufacturing industries of 
the south. It. is most desirable many of 
those who are Now crowding into the 
overcrowded cities of the north Atlantic 
should be diverted where larger opportu- 
nities await them. But if there be a prej- 
udice against men of foreign birth amonz 
any considerable proportion of the south- 
ern people the efforts of state agents to 
attract a large volume of immigration 
will accomplish little, even if the national 
law shall be changed to meet their views, 


FEEDING PRISONERS. 

The supervisors of St. Clair county are 
having trouble with their sheriff over tho 
feeding of prisoners. Until last year 
sheriffs had been allowed so many cents a 
day per prisoner, but the bills got to be 
so heavy that a change was made. The 
board of supervisors ordered that the 
present sheriff should be paid only the 
actual cost of dieting. 

That worked well at first. The cost of 
feeding fell off about 60 per cent. But be- 
fore long. the bills began to get larger. 
The per capita cost, which was under 16 
cents a day during the first month, ran up 
to 29.4 cents a day for the sixth month. 
The supervisors began to investigate and 
found that the prices paid for meat, 
coffee, ‘end several other articles by the 
sheriff were much in excess of those paid 
by the poor farm officials. They found, 
also, that while in December each pris- 
offer used on the average one and two- 
fifths pounds of coffee, the May average 
was over five and one-half pounds. 

The system which makes it the duty of 
the sheriff to feed prisoners, and ‘thus 
gives him an opportunity to make more 
or less money off them, works as badly in 
St. Clair county as it does in Cook coun- 
ty. It is a vicious system, and the legis- 
lature should abolish it, although any 
move in that direction probably will en- 
counter the open or secret opposition of 
the 102 sheriffs. ‘

MPRESS EUGENIE was, as regent of 

France in 1870, responsible for the 

“~ captivity of the last notable prisoner 

of state incarcerated in the chateau 

de Vincennes. which, according to dis- 

patches received from Paris, is now to be 

abandoned as a military stronghold, and to 
be converted into a mere museum. 

The prisoner in question was the late duch- 
ess of Litta, who played so important a role 
in the bachelor life of the late King Humbert, 
almost brought about the wreck of his do- 
mestic happiness soon after his marriage, 
and who was finally ordered to travel abroad 
by old King Victor Emmanuel, who was 
fond of his daughter-in-law and niece Queen 
Marguerite. 

The duchess came to Paris, was a promli- 
nent figure at the Tuileries during the closing 
days of the second empire, and may be said 
to have supplanted her countrywoman, the 
comtesse de Castiglione, in the affections of 
Napoleon III. Empress EBugénie became in- 
tensely jealous of her, and when on the de- 
parture of Napoleon for the seat of war after 
the outbreak of the conflict with Germany 
she was appointed regent she caused the 
duchess to be arrested and imprisoned in the 
castle of Vincennes on a charge of furnish- 
ing information to Prince Bismarck and to 
the Germar authorities. 

To what extent this accusation was just!- 
fied it is impossible to say, and there is much 
in favor of the presumption that it was merely 
trumped up for the purpose of enabling Eu- 
génie to vent a bit of feminine spite upon her 
rival in the affections of Napoleon. For as 
soon as ever the empire was overthrown, 
on Sept. 4, the republic proclaimed, and Eu- 
génie compelled to flee to England, the duch- 
ess of Litta was at once released from Vin- 
cennes, Which would certainly not have been 
the case had there been any proof of her 
having acted as a German spy. Moreover, 
it is dificult to understand what inducement 
Prince Bismarck could have offered to per- 
suade her to adopt any such role, as she was 
extremely rich and beyond the reach of any 
pecuniary temptation. 

After the death, some fifteen years ago, of 
the son whom she had borne to King Hum- 
bert prior to her marriage, and whose funeral 
the king attended in person at Milan, the 
duchess sold all her magnificent jewels for 
@ large sum, With which she founded a big 
orphan asylum and home for crippled chil- 
dren near Milan in memory of her boy, and at 
her death the greater part of her consid- 
able fortune went to further endow this in- 
stitution.

The Littas are a well known family of 
northern Italy. One of them, Duke Pompey 
Litta, a frequent visitor to the United States, 
has come prominently before the public in 
connection with his efforts to secure foreign 
naturalization, in order to obtain a legal 
dissolution of his marriage, divorce being 
unknown in Italian law. 

Another Duke Litta, who has an Ameri- 
can wife, has rendered himself unpleasantly 
conspicuous recently by the proclamation of 
socialist and even anarchist doctrines, and 
especialjy by the publication of a novel con- 
taining a particularly scurrilous attack on 
the Roman Catholic clergy. This nobleman 
styles himself the duke of Litta-Visconti- 
Arese, and I may add that his American 
duchess shares his views with regard to 
religion in general, and to the clergy in 
particular, is an advocate of woman's rights, 
and indorses all the sentiments which he 
expresses in his novel, entitled “* The Soul 
of a Priest,’ and which is published in Eng- 
lish by. Fisher Unwin of London. 

Other notable prisoners at Vincennes have 
been that Bourbon prince, the duke of 
Enghein, who after being kidnaped from 
Germany in violation of all the laws of na- 
tions, was shot in the castle moat in 1804, 
by order of the first Napoleon. After the 
restoration King Louis XVIII. erected in 
1816 a beautiful memorial to him in the castle 
chapel, which, begun by St. Louis, was only 
completed by Henry II. in 1552. The castle 
itself was built by King Philip Augustus, 
and St. Louis spent three years there afer 
his return from the holy land. 

Philip the Bold and Philip of Valois made 
their homes in the castle of Vincennes, and 
80 too did Charles WI. and also Charles VIL, 
who spent his days there with the fair Agnes 


' Sorel while the Maid of Orleans was fighting 


the English. His son, Louis XI., avoided the 
place, but the chateau of Vincennes was the 
scene of Henry II.’s romance with the lovely 
Diane de Poitiers. 

Queen Marie de Medicis made the castle 
her permanent residence, and Cardinal Rich- 
elieu used its dungeons for his enemies, who 
almost invariably succumbed to a peculiar 
“ malady of the stomach’”’ soon after their 
incarceration. 

Cardinal Mazarin also spent much of his 
life there, and the castle grounds were the 
scene of the first romantic meeting of Louise 
de la Valliere and King Louis XIV. Its prin- 
cipal réle as a stronghold was its heroic de- 
fense by Gen. Daumesnil in 1814 against the 
forces of the allied armies, even after Paris 
had capitulated. 

Perched as it is on the heights overlooking 
the River Marne, surrounded by a forest 
which was converted by Napoleon III. into 
@ public park in imitation of the Bois de 
Boulogne, identified with all the drama, the 
chivalry and tragedy of the history of France 
throughout a period of eight centuries, and 
connected with Paris, four miles distant, 
by tramways and railroads, it is pecuHarly 
fitted to become a national museum.

The return to Washington of the popular 
French ambassador who, by his wonderful 
appreciation of English literature and by 
his understanding of the American charac- 
ter, has contributed so much to promote the 
interests of his country in the United States, 
serves to recall the verses written’ by the 
late Canon Ainger concerning his works on 
Shakspeare. and on English literature gen- 
erally. One of the best4s as follows:

Of letters, seldom has a locus etandi; 
But if there’s one to whom the objection yields, 
It’s Jusserand—he has the jus-erand!. 

The ambassador, whose American wife is 
associated with him in all his literary pur- 
suits, and has sometimes been described 
as the principal secretary and most useful 
a mag of the embassy, is but 53 
years of age, has still a diplomatic career 
of considerable duration before him, and is 
generally regarded as destined to succeed 
Paul Cambon as French ambassador in 
London, where he spent many years as 
first secretary and chargé d'affaires. 

Both he and Mme. Jusserand are well 
known and great favorites in English soci- 
ety, while they stand particularly high in the 
good graces of Queen Alexandra, who 
learned to know them more intimately when 
they represented France «t her father’s 
court eat Copenhagen.

We are so much accustomed to regard the 
United States as the principal, and indeed 
the only great power of the western hemi- 
sphere, that it is somewhat disconcerting 
to find a foreign envoy who regards his 
transfer from the post of minister pleni- 
potentiary at Washington to a similar office 
at Mexico in the light ofa promotion. From 
Spain, however, we learn that Don Bernardo 
de Cologan, marquis de la Candia, has been 
“ promoted” from Weshington to Mexioo, 

He was appointed minister plenipotentiary 
to the United States two years ago, but for 
one reason or another refrained from taking 
up his duties as envoy here, leaving them in 
the hands of a chargé d'affaings Now he 
has been appointed to Mexico, and has pro- 
ceeded without delay to join his post. 

Don Bernardo is, like so many other Span- 
ish hidalgoes, descended from an old Catholic 
family of Ireland, which had suffered exile 
on account of devotion to the cause of the 
Stuarts. Known as the McColgans, and 
nicknamed in Ireland “ the Wild Geese,”’ his 
ancestors migrated to Spain after the battle 
of the Boyne, and while some of them set- 
tled at Teneriffe, others took up their abode 
at Ortova, where they intermarried with the 
noble Spanish family of Faragni, and trans- 
formed their name into Cologan. 

Don Bernardo was dean of the diplomatic 
corps at Peking at the time of the siege of 
the legations, where he greatly distinguished 
himgelf, not only by his bravery and re- 
sourcefulness, but also by his unfailing good 
humor, which went far to keep up the spirits 
of those with him in the defense 


of the legations.

They 
are too ready to defer action in favor of dis- 
cussion.

that Bishop Henry W. Warren, presiding at : 


the Rock River conference, in session at St. 
James’ Methodist Episcopal church, put 
forth yesterday afternoon. Thé bishop made 
the statement at the residence of Mrs. G. F. 
Swift, 4848 Ellis avenue, when called upon 
with reference to the list of pulpit appoint- 
ments on which he has been working for 
days with his cabinet of presiding elders. 

“It was planned to have the list of ap- 
pointments for the 800 pulpits in the Rock 
River conference ready for announcement 
at today’s session of the conference, but 
the love of talk seems to have a strong hold 
on the people of this city,”’ he said.

Loopholes for Discussion Found. 

“ Time and time again we supposed we had 
the list made up, but there was always some 
loophole for further discussion of the claims 
and merits of the several eligibles for the 
most important pulpits. Every change made 
necessitated a shift down the whole slate. 
Then just at the time when we deemed every- 
thing finally settled we would receive a visit 
from Smithville to tell ue that the Rev. Mr. 
Jones was the only man in the world who 
could fill their pulpit. Next the people of 
Jonesville would appear with a mammoth 
petition asking us to send ‘ Smith or nobody.’ 
The people of Chicago certainly appear to 
love discussion. They are all Hamlets, 
caring more for inaction than action. 

“This procrastination will cause the con- 
ference to run over an extra day.”’

Mormonism and Polygamy. 

Senator Albert J. Hopkins of Illinois was 
called upon to execute a “right about facs"’ 
on his attitude of friendliness for Reed 
Smoot and Mormonism in the United States 
senate when the conference voted to send to 
Senators Cullom and Hopkins two copies of 
a resolution which was adopted unanimously. 
The resolution says in part: 

‘* Whereas, The testimony in the hearlirg 
in the matter of the protests against the 
seating of Reed Smoot before the committce 
on privileges and elections of the Unitsd 
States senate revealed the fact that Joseph 
F. Smith, president of the Mormon church, 
and other officials and members of that 
church continua to live In polygamy; be it 

‘* Resolved by the Rock River conference, 
That we request Shelby M. Cullom and Al- 
bert J. Hopkins, members of the national 
genate from the state of Illinois, of which 
ths ministers and members of the Methodis, 
churches of this conference are citizens, to 
introduce, advocate, and vote for an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States 
prohibiting polygamy, the same to be sub- 
mitted to ths several states for ratification.”’

No Remarriage for Divorcees. 

A blow at divorce and the remarriage of di- 
vorced persons was dealt by the conference In 
the unanianous approval of the following res- 
olution: 

‘“ We repudiate the idea that true marriages 
can be any such thing as an experiment in 
conjugal compatibility, a contract which may 
be dissolved at the whim or pleasure of either 
of the contracting persons or both of them, 
or any other thing less than a covenant for 
life attested and validated by divine sanc- 
tions. We believe that there can be no in- 
fraction of the marriage vow or disruption 
of the marriage bond without sin otherwise 
than by death. 

‘‘ Therefore, as citizens we will cotperate 
with those who endeavor to secure through- 
out the states of our American union unl- 
form laws for the attainment of these ends, 
and as Christians we will unite with our fel- 
low Christians in defense of the purity and 
stability of the marriage relation. 

*“ We will not pronounce the blessing of the 
Christian church’ upon an unchristian rela- 
tionship and thus become accessory to the 
crime of adultery by solemnizing marriages 
of divorced persons.”’

Marie Chapel Once More. : 

A resolution calling on the conference to 
‘instruct Bishop Warren and the presiding 
elders to appoint a pastor for Marie chapel " 
was introduced and defeated after a lively 
debate between former Elder W. H. Burns, 
the ‘‘ champion of oppressed Marie,”’ and Pre- 
siding Elder W. E. Titroe. 

The action on the resolution leaves it op- 
tional with Bishop Warren and the elders to 
give Marie a pastor or refuse the request. 

A resolution protesting against alleged dis- 
tortion of facts and sensationalism by the 
Chicago newspapers in the publication of 
news about preachers and church scandals 
was passed. The resolution reads ae follows: 

‘*In behalf of Protestantism we hereby re- 
quest the management of these papers to deal 
without favor towards all religious bodies, 
either publishing all of the facts concerning 
the misdemeanors of all ecclesiastical leaders 


or omitting all.”

Would Elect Presiding Elders. 


A memorial to the general conference 
favoring the constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the election of presiding elders by 
vote instead of by appointment by the bishop 
was passed by a vote of 145 to 18 after the 
defeat of an amendment favoring the selec- 
tion by the bishop of three from each 
district to be offered as candidates for elec- 
tion. 

Other resolutions passed bore on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

The publication of a hymnal designed for 
the use of the Sunday schools.

The list of the candidates for presiding eld- 
er of the Rockford district, made vacant by 
the expiration of the term of the Rev. Samuel 
Earngey, was increased during the evening 
by the addition of two names, one of which 
was accepted as the most probable choice. 

Moore of Belvidere was men- 
tioned as the most widely favored candidate, 
The others whose names rave been suggested 
are the Rev. E. K. D. Hester of Harvard, the 
Rev. J. H. Matlack of Galena, and the Rev.

Mr. Kellogg produced a transcript from the 
stock ledger of the old trust showing that on 
April 1, 1892, just a month after the Standard 
lost its suit in the Ohio court, its trustees 
turned over to the Standard O1l company of 
New Jersey, then one of the subsidiary com- 
panies, to the Standard of New York, and 
various other subcompanties controlled by the 
trustees of the parent organization the total 
stocks of sixty-four corporations controlled 
by the trust. This left in their hands the 
stocks of twenty subsidiaries only. 

The stocks of these companies the trustees 
divided into twenty parts equal to the num- 
ber of trust certificates outstanding, and on 
Nov. 30, 1892, and Dec. 31, 1892, a bare major- 
ity of the outstanding certificates, $49,461,900 
par value, out of the total issue of $97,250,000, 
were canceled. A proportionate amount of 
the stocks of the twenty subsidiaries was at 
the same time distributed to persons str- 
rendering their trust certificates.

Victory of Masque in the Last 
Race at Belmont Estab- 
lishes a Record. 


Duke of Portland Heretofore the 
Largest with $877,000 
Earned in Year. f 


New York, Oct. 8.—[Special,]—The win- 
ning of a single race by Masque, a purse 
for maiden 2 year olds, at the Belmont Park 
track today and the addition of the $850 
that the race was worth to the total of 
the James R. Keene stable’s earnings for 
1907 established a new record for the great- 
est winning stable in the history ‘of racing 
im the world. 

The total of the Keene establishment's 
winnings for 1907 before Masque won was 
$377,000, against the $377,574 earned by the 
horses of the duke of Portland in England 
in 1889, as estimated by careful turf statis- 
ticlans. With the winning of Masque the 
Keene stable took precedence with a total 
of $377,040.

SEEK UNION ON BILL OF LADING. 


Railroads, Brokers, and Shippers Will 
Confer at New York This 
Week. 


There will be held on Friday at New York 
a joint conference on the conditions of a un!- 
form bill of lading by representatives of the 
banking, commercial, and railroad interests 
of the country. : 3 

It will be the most important action since 
the inauguration of the movement of a uni- 
versal bill of lading nearly fifteen years ago. 

A few months ago a joint committee, repre 
senting the railroads and the American Ship- 
pers’ association, met in Chicago and an 
agreement was finally reached and submit- 
ted to the rajlroad and commercial interests 
for ratification. 

The conclusions of the committee met with 
favor from the railroade and the commercial 
interests all over the country, but there was 
serious objections on the part of the bank- 
ing interests, which claimed the railroads 
were practically released from all respons!i- 
bility in case of fraud being perpetrated, 

The interstate commerce commission has 
expressed a desire to keep out of the con- 
troversy, desiring the interests affected to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion. 

The commission lately made it plain suffi- 
client time had elapsed for a conclusion to 
have been reached. 

It is generally believed one of the great 
systems of the country will file a protest 
with the interstate commerce commission 
and President Roosevelt against some of the 
rulings made by the commission anent the 
new system of accounts. The strongest ob- 
jection ig made regarding amounts charged 
against equipment for depreciation. To ar- 
rive at a more definite basis for the ruling in 
question the commission has appoirited a 
committee to investigate the life of equip- 
ment.
